IRISH BRIGADE 
WAS TO FIGHT 
IN EGYPT 


More Evidence of Casement’s 


Treachery is Brought to 
Light . 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—An official stat+- 
ment issued from the press bureau to- 
night says: 

The government. carefully and re- 
pentedly considered all the circum- 
stances in the Casement trial before 
coming to a decision not to interfere 
with tine verdict 

He was convicted and punished for 
treachery of the worst kind to the 
empire. He had served as a willing 
agent of the Germans. 

After deciaring that Casement had 
«ganized German aasistance for the 
Irish rebellion, the statement  con- 
tinues: 

“Conclusive evidence has come into 
the hands of the government since th« 
trial that he had entered into an 
ugreement with the Germen govern- 
ment which explicitly proved that the 
brigade which he was trying to raise 
among Irish voldiers held as prisoners 
might be employed in Egypt against 
the British crown, Those among the 
Irish soldiers who resisted Casement’s 
solicitations of disloyalty were’ subject- 
cd to treatment of exceptional cruelty 
by the Germans, Some of them since 
have been invalids and have died in 
this country regarding Casement as 
thelr murderer,” 

In concluding, the statoment points 


out that the suggestion which “has 
been conclusively disproved,” that 
Casement went to Ireland to try to 


stop the rising was not raised at the 
trial, nor was the plea of insanity.

CAMP HUGHES IS 
HIT BY STORM 


Second Time Manitoba Concentration 
Camp Has Been in Path of 
yelone, 

CAMP HUGHES, Man., Aug. 3.— 
For the second time this season a 
storm of tornado-like intensity passed 
over Camp Hughes. The storm broke 
at 3:15, coming directly from the 
west. Word reached the camp from 
Brandon that it had reached there 
with a wind, having a velocity of 60 
miles an hour, In less than three 
minutes it struck the camp. Heavy. 
black clouds darkened the sky until it 
was barely possible to see, and the 
general obscurity was rendered greater 
by the dense clouds of sand that blew 
across the camp. 

It lasted much longer than the one 
a month ago, and the rain did not 
come for twenty minutes after the 
wind, It followed several days of in- 
tense heat, while for several nights 
past the sky has been cloudy and 
threatening with electrical displays 
portending some unusual atmospheric 
conditions. 

With the rain came hail as large

After some strictures on the non- 
appearance of the minister of militia 
at Edmonton on the occasion of his 
recent visit to Western ¢ ada, it was 
decided to forward to Premier Bor- 
den a communication on the subject, 
Copies will also be sent to the local 
members of parliament, Hon, Frank 
Oliver and James M. Douglas, who 
already have urged action by the gov- 
ernment in this matter, 

The Dominion government are being 
asked to co-operate with the Edmon- 
ton Public School Board, who have in 
operation a fully-equipped technical 
school well suited for the vocational 
education of returned and discharged 
soldiers, It is particularly desired by 
all citizens of this city and district 
that those of Edmonton's 18,000 sol- 
diers who return should be educated 
in Edmonton, 

When it is considered that the Ed- 
monton Technical School is establish- 
ed as a going concern, Premier Borden 
should agree with that the best ser- 
vice can be given here at as low a 
cost as any school of this nature in 
Canada, is the argument advanced by 
the School Board,

Italians Have Made Fur- 
ther Progress 


LONDON, aug. 4.—Thursday passed 
in all the war theatres without nota- 
Lie gains for any of tie belligerents. 

In the Stokhold region of Russia 
violent fighting continued between the 
Pussinns and the Aurtro-Germans, 
while German counter attacks aguinst 
the British in the Delville wood sec- 
tor in France, all of which were re- 
pulsed, characterized the operations 1a 
the west. 

Battles also took place along the 
Sereth and Dniester rivers in Galicin 
between the Russians and the Teutons, 
while in the Caucasus region the Rus- 
flans, near Diarbekr, carried out a 
bayonet attack against the Turks, 
which resulted in the capture of a 
Yurkish work and some prisoners and 
guns, 

In the Travananzes valley of the 
Austro-Italian theatre the Italiany 
hive made fresh progress against the 
Austro-Hungarians, In the Adige val- 
ley, in the Upper Bossina, and in the 
cCistrict of Cortina D'Ampezzo, the 
Austrians are bombarding Italian posi- 
tions.

To have a large sum of money left 
to you under the provision that if you 
do not make application by August 
20th for the same, it will pass to other 
hands, and to not know anything of 
the legacy is an unfortunate position 
to be in, but one in which A, Clinton 
Frery, farmer of the Hastings Lake 
district is placed at the present time. 
Frery left his farm the last time on 
March Ist for Calgary stating that 
any mail could be sent tu his former 
address there, at 707 4th street east, 
and that he would get it regularly. 

Since that time several letters have 
been sent to the address by M. F. 
Hand, a neighboring farmer of Frery’s 
all of which have either been returned 
or unanswered, Several weeks ago 
Mr. Hand received an attorney's letter 
from C, W. Shepard, of Sutton, Que- 
bec, stating that Clinton Frery had 
been left a considerable amount of 
money and property in’ the Quebec 
eastern townships by his aunt who re- 
cently died, but by the conditions of 
the will of his aunt it was necessary 
for him to make application for the 
same before August 20th or it would 
go to other beneficiaries, 

Neighbors who are well acquainted 
with Frery’s actiong state that he was 
always prompt in answering letters, 
and as he is a farmer not used to the 
ways of the city they believe that he 
may be a victim of foul play in Cal- 
gary or environs. He was good heart- 
od but may have made a chance ac: 
quaintence waich might have resulted 
disastrously for him, 

On his last visit to his homestead 
at Hastings Lake he told his neighbor, 
M. F. Hand, with whom he stayed the 
night, that he was going to take a po 
sition on a farm close in to Calgary, 
and that he would call for his mail at 
the above address. He had promised 
to buy a saddle for Mr. Hand and ship 
the same soon, and, as he was known 
as a man of his word, the long silence 
is considered very unusual by those 
who knew him well. 

In one of his letters he stated that 
there was a saddlery shop close to his 
address, 707 4th street east, Calgary, 
where he often spent his spare time,

léged grain expert of the Chicago 
wheat exchange to the effect that 
black rust was prevalent in Western 
Canada and that only half a crop 
would be harvested in many sections 
of the country, sent the wheat market 
up with a jump yesterday, a fifteen 
cent raise being recorded, 

Although there may be some black 
rust in Manitoba, there is absolutely 
none at all in Alberta at the present 
time and all that is needed now is 
some warm sunshine to 
other bumper crop, 


H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister of Ag- 
riculture for Alberta, made the fol- 
lowing statement to the Bulletin last 
night anent the black rust scare: 

“There is absolutely no black rust 
in Alberta so far as we can find mit. 
We have sent special inquiries to all 
of our correspondents in the province 
asking them to report especially upon 
this condition and all say that there 
is none, We have had several of our 
staff out on the road for the past ten 
days, visiting different sections, with 
the special idea of discovering if there 
is any black rust in the province and 
all report that there is absolutely 
none. 

“In a few isolated districts there are 
traces of some red rust, but red ruat 
ond black rust are two very different 
things, the red rust affecting only the 
leaves while the black rust affects the 
berries. 

“We have received inquiries from 
the Chicago and Winnipeg grain ex- 
changes askin~ if there is any black 
rust in Alberta and we have been able 
to wire back that there is absolutely 
none, 

“IT am not surprised that there 
should be some black rust discovered 
in southern Manitoba for there have 
been reports of black rust for some 
time in North Dakota, and it is only 
natural that it should spread into 
southern Manitoba and eastern Sas- 
katchewan. But it has not reached 
Alberta as far as we cun find out.

‘hing authentic has been reported to 
us to confirm the wild rumors whicn 
have originated outside of Saskatche- 
wan to the offect that rust seriously 
threatens our grain production this 
year. As a matter of fact, we have 
crop prospects much better than tho 
average at the present time, and the 
only condition likely to cause our 
wheat production to fall below 20 
Lushels to the acre this-fall would be 
an early fall of frost, 


The prevaling weather conditions in 
Saskatchewan after this date do not 
favor rust development, 

We shall need 20,000 men to harvest 
our crops in addition to all. the local 
help and if any part of the  north- 
western states can get along with less 
than its normal supply of harvesters, 
our farmers in Saskatchewan will be 
glad to employ their surplus at re- 
munerative wages, With the excep- 
tion of 1915, our crop prospects were 
never any better than at present,”

If there is a genuine back-to- 
the-land movement in Canada as

years, <A tabulated report on the 
Dominion census of 1911, just re- 
ceived, shows that in the thirty 
years from 1881 to 19H the in- 
crease in the number of agricul- 
tural producers did not keep pace 
with the increase in population. 
In the 1881 census 15.4 per cent. 
of the total population was engag- 
ed in agriculture; in 1891 the per- 
centage (15.3 per cent.) was prac- 
tically the same; in 1901, the pro- 
portion dropped to 13.5 per cent. ; 
and in 1911 to 13 per cent. Dur- 
ing the same period the increase in 
the total population of the nine 
provinces was 49.5 per cent., but 
the increase in the number of 
those employed in agricultural 
pursuits was only 27 per cent. 
These figures are illuminating, 
and ought to act asa warning dur-

On the 
days preceding the championship the 
course was covered with all sorts of 
duffers who had flocked to the scene 
to be ready for the great final match- 
es. The now exiled Scotchman as- 
tonished himself by playing to the 
green perfectly, a thing he never did 
before or since, His companion sliced 
his drive, stayed in the rough in his 
second, but reached the green in 3. 
The party of the first part ran up a 
rood approach putt, and upon turning 
to watch his oponent he was astonish- 
ed to observe that the man had taken 
a crouching attitude with his hands 
gripping the putter almost down at 
the blare, at the same time going 
through the motions of a man trying 
to throttle a goose, 

“Stand up like a mon and putt!" 
thundered the duffer, and thereupon 
proceeded to discourse savagely upon 
ba dplayers in general and a certain 
bad ployers in general and a certain 
man did not stand up, but he ran 
down the putt, and others like it, win- 
ning by 10 up and 8 to play. Dis- 
couraged by such an exhibition, the 
iosing player remained away from the 
championship, but attended the din- 
ner to the victorious player. 

The fun ran high at the banquet, 
but the hit of the evening was scored 
by the champion, J. E. Laidley, who 
had just won the title for the second 
time. He recounted with glee how a 
duffer had taucht him to putt during 
Piprelnstiary round, and while the 
hall rocked with laughter a man made 
his way out ailently and started for

CASE ADJOURNED 
UNTIL SATURDAY 


The test case of the Province of Al- 


berta ve, the Capital Wine and Spirit 
Co,, opened in police court Thursday 
morning and after some of the evi- 
cence being taken was adjourned for 
further hearing until Saturday, Aug 
Sth, owing ‘to a number of the wit- 
nesses being unable to attend today, 
fhe evidence submitted by the 


crown was to the effect that an alles- 
ed sale of liquor had been made by the 
vefendants Wholly within the province, 
ive Marshall of the attorney- 
general's department, who lald the 
complaint, stated that he had placed 
un order with the Capital Wine and 
Spirit Co, and received the liquor by 
express through them, The liquer waa 
produced in court in corroboration of 
the evidence,

Was Hang 


London, Aug. 3—Roger Casement 
was hanged in the Pentonville jail for 
high treason at nine o'clock this 
morning. He was pronounced dead 
nine minutes after nine. He was cone 
victed of conspiring to cause an arm- 
ed revolt in Ireland and with having 
sought German aid to that end. 

Great Crowd Jeered, 

Two hours before the execution a 
crowd of men, women and children 
gathered before the prison gates. 
Twenty minutes before Casement 
mounted the scaffold the great prison 
bell commenced to toll, The sound 
was greeted with cheers from the 
crowd, mingled with some groans. At 
nine o'clock the crowd had swollen to 
such proportions that it extended for 
two blocks from the prison front. At 
one minute after nine a single stroke 
of the big bell announced that the 
trap had been sprung. It was the 
signal for a mocking, jeering yell from 
the crowd which suddenly died away 
into dead silence. 

Met Death Coolly. 

Casement met his death with calm 
courare, according to eye-witnesses. 
Earlier in the morning two priests of 
the Roman Catholic church adminis- 
tered the last rites of his religion in 
the cell of the condemned man. 

Casement mounted the gallows step 
firmiy and commended his spirit to 
God as he stepped on the trap. A mo- 
ment later the lever was pulled by 
the special executioner, Ellis. 

Casement was pronounced dead at 
nine minutes after nine o'clock. Ac- 
cording to the custom in the case of 
prisoners hanged for crimes similar to 
that of Casement, his body will be 
buried in quick lime in the prison 
yard, 

Casement showed not the slightest 
concern over his fate, He ate well 
and chatted freely and cheerily with 
two warders in his condemned cell. 
All the members of Casement's family 
were Protestants and he was brought 
up in that faith, but became a con- 
vert to Roman Catholicism within the 
last few weeks. On June 29 he was 
registered as a member of the Roman 
Catholic churck, 

Father McCarrell said that he found 
Casement to be a beautiful character 
and that he never instructed anyone 
in his religion who showed himself 
quicker or more pramising. 

The morning paners mostly deal in 
the briefest and most matter of fact 
way with the execution of Casement. 


Hopes of Reprieve. 

A cornoer’s jury found that the 
sentence had been carried out in ac- 
cordance with the law and in a hu- 
mane manner, Gavin Duffy, Case- 
ment's solicitor, who appeared in be- 
half of relatives, identified the body. 

Replying to a question by the core 
oner, Solicitor Duffy said that Case- 
ment’s health at times was very bad. 
He made a plea that the body be 
handed over to relatives, which the 
authorities, he said, had refused, The 
coroner declared he had no power to 
interfere, whereupon Duffy protested, 
saying it was a “monstrous act of in- 
decency” that the authorities should 
refuse the request. 

According to one news akency Case- 
ment had high hopes of being repriev- 
ed until the eve of his execution. He 
did not hide the fact that he expected 
his many powerful friends would ob- 
tain for him a pardon because many 
of them exercised no little influence in 
political as well as literary circles, 


Powerful Influences, 


Practically to the very hour of 
Roger Casement's execution strenuous 
efforts were made by his friends and 
sympathizers in the United States and 
Ireland and even in England to secure 
a reprieve, Petitions for mercy pour- 
ed in upon the British government and 
efforts were made to obtain action by 
President Wilson, Repeated attempts 
to pass a resolution through the Un- 
ited States senate requesting the pre- 
sident to urge Great Britain to extend 
mercy to Casement failed. This agi- 
tation was finally ended on July 27th, 
when the senate committe on foreign 
relations ordered an adverse report 
on all resolutions proposing Interces- 
sion by the United States government, 
The only action taken in Washington 
Wag the passage of a resolution by the 
senate asking the president to use his

There were few who anticipated such a 
result the night before, when the dis- 
trict was visited by a thunderstorm 
that in severty surpassed any experi- 
enced in the locality tor years. But 
the morning broke fine, though the 
heavy banks of cloud were sufficient 
to make even the most optimistic 
doubtful of the threatening contest be- 
tween sunshine nad shower. The 
sun, however, had the best of the is- 
sue, the ground began to rapidly dry 
up, and by noon it was seen that the 
success of the event was assured, 
Meanwhile, the farmers and their 
families had been gathering in from 
the surrounding district, bringing the 
best samples of their flocks and herds 
with them, like the patriarchs of the 
days of old. But with a decided 
difference. The pilgrims of old were 
on the quest of pastures new; the 
citizens of this part of Alberta were 
assembling their horses, cattle, sheep, 


and swine, as an indication of the 
wealth of their land of plenty. 
Sight Worth Seeing. 
It wasa fine sight and one that 


would have aroused the enthusiasm of 
anyone who has faith in the province, 
and, when all had been collected on 
the fair grounds, they made a display 
that demonstrated that the people of 
this part of the Dominion have realized 
that the future of the country depends 
upon mixed farming and in the pro- 
duction of the best type of live stock. 

While horses supplied the majority 
of the entries there was a very satis- 
factory turnout of cattle, which in- 
cluded dual purpose Shorthorns, Red 
Polled, Polied Angus, Holsteins and 
grade stock, as well as of swine. Of 
course the Elliotts were there with 
their Red Polleds, while Polled Angus 
came from the herds of H. A. Calder, 
of Edmonton, and T. Knowles, Steve 
Swift, of Viking, as might be expected, 
carried off most of the awards in York- 
shire and Berkshire pigs. 

Big Entry of Horses. 

With the large entry in horses there 
was a wider field for competition, es- 
pecially in the genral purpose and 
agricultural classes. Of course, J. G. 
Clark, of Clark Manor, carried off most 
of the ‘prizes in the Clydesdale depart- 
ment, the only animals to face the 
judge in the aged stallion class being 
General Mac, owned by him, and_ Al- 
bert Stamp of Crowfoot, belonging to 
W. B. Stgele, Clark Manor. 


In the brood mare gection of the 
general purpose divisién, no fewer 
than nine matrons appeared in the 
ring, five being the number in the 


agricultural class. They were a fine 
lot and the youngsters at foot effec- 
tively demonstrated that there is no 
fear of the farmers of the Irma_ dis- 
trict being deficient tn stock that will 
be admirably adapted for all require- 
ments, What the character of the 
district is was even more forcibly 
shown by the teams that came for- 
ward for judgment. Thirteen of.them 
made a brave exhibit in the general 
purpose class; an exhibit that many a 
more pretentious fair could not supply. 
Exhibits of Grains. 

In addition to the live stock there 
was an encouraging exhibition in the 
upper portion of the store of the Far- 
mers’ Co-operative Society, of what 
the locality can do-in the production 
of grains, grasses, and in the pursuit 
of domestic and fine arts. 

The giving of the awards was _ wit- 
nessed by large crowds at the fair 
grounds, and the keen interest evinc- 
ed indicated that the people here— 
and the same comment is applicable 
to Chauvin fair, held the day previous- 
ly—do not want any side shows to 
bring them in even on a day when the 
roads were not the best for travelling, 
owing to the heavy rains of the early 
morning. It showed that the realise 
not only the important part stock rais- 
ing plays in the prosperity of the 
country, but that they are also inter- 
ested in animals for their own sake. 

Among the visitors from other dis- 
tricts was D. W. Warner, of Clover 
Bar, who quietly did some _ excellent 
misionary work on behalf of the Swine 
Breeders’ Association, of which he is 
president for this year, He so im- 
pressed those he had an opportunity 
of chatting with of the value of the or- 
ganization, not only in the matter of 
raising pure-bred stock, but in helping 
the members in marketing, that he 
had secured ten new members Lefore 
he left by the evening train, This 
makes thirty for him since the associ- 
ation started its campaign a few 
Tone ago to strengthen its member- 
ship. 

A word with regard to the judging

cattle, sheep and swine by J. Miller, 
Ashburn, Ontario, and so well do they 
know their business and so carefully 
did they do their work that there was 
not the slightest complaint.

Nstevan, Sask,, that the wheat crop from 
Brandon, Man, to Oxbow, Sask, was a 
virtual failure, Rust, hé said, was in every 
Held, and was extending towards Estevan, 
This announcement brought on onsets of 
fresh buying and consequently sharp ad- 
vances in prices, Then the load put on 
the market by profit taking on a huge 
scale bagan to take effect and there was 
a succession of downward swings in value, 
accelerated by an nauthoritative denial of 
yesterday's report that black rust was 
present at Moose Jaw and, by con prehen- 
sive official statements from Winnipes 
tending to show that damage reports had 
been extravagant. 

Whether or not the facts had «+ been 
stretched as to the harm wrought Jo Cann- 
dian wheat flelds, many speculators here 
seemed to have adopted the view late in 
the session that the crop damage as a 
mnarket influence had been sufficiently dis- 
counted—at least for the time being.
